WHEREAS, s«pertyphoon Paka, a storm containing sustained winds of 
approximately 160 mpl[t with gusts to 1 95 mph, with some gusts clocked at Andersen 
Air Force Base up to1 220 mph, passed directly over Guam on the evening of 
December 16, 1 9 97, mo:Ving at only 8 mph and devastating our island; and

WHEREAS, o� December 17, 1 9 97, (December 18, 1997 Guam time) President 
Clinton declared Guarr). a federal disaster area as a result of the significant damages 
caused by Supertyphodn Paka; and

WHEREAS, a� a result of the Presidential disaster declaration, numerous 
federal grants-in-aid programs are now available to the people and government of 
Guam to assist in rE1covery, including the Public Assistance Program which 
generally, is a progr�m of the Federal Emergency Management Agency that is 
designed to provid� federal assistance in returning public facilities and 
infrastructure, includiqg facilities owned and managed by nonprofit organizations, 
to pre-disaster conditio,hs; and

WHEREAS, th� Federal Emergency Management Agency (FEMA) and the 
government of Guarl;l have determined that records retained to document 
expenditures under the' PAP for Supertyphoon Paka must be kept separate and apart 
from records of other : typhoons, particularly Typhoons Omar, Yuri, and Russ to 
ensure proper account,ability and expeditious financial reimbursement for eligible 
expenditures; and · 

WHEREAS, thJre is a need to create, within the Office of the Governor, an 
office to coordinate cobpletion of recovery projects and ensure accountability for 
the funds received und�r the PAP; and

WHEREAS, it i? in the public interest to ensure that proper accountability for 
expenditures of local and federal funds during and after recovery operations is 
pursued and maintain�d;

NOW, THEREFpRE, I, CARL T. C. GUTIERREZ, Governor of Guam, by 

virtue of the authority yested in me by the Organic Act do order: 

1. Governm�nt of Guam Recovery Coordination Office (Paka Office). The 
Governm�nt of Guam Recovery Coordination Office is created to 
coordinate, the application of the Public Assistance Program (PAP) for 
Supertyphbon Paka.

2. Duties and responsibilities of (Paka Office). The Paka Office shall: 
a) cootdinate all agency activities 
b) be �he grantee for all federal funding received under the PAP 

! 
3. Subgrant�es of Public Assistance Program. The following may be 

subgrante¢s of the Public Assistance Program, as designated by the Paka 
Office; 
a) eacl� government of Guam autonomous agency, 
b) eac�1line agency of the government of Guam, 
c) eligible non profit organizations, and 
d) Dis*ster Housing Office created under Executive Order No. 97-51.

4. Accounta�ility of expenditures. Each designated subgrantee shall keep 
detailed r�cords of all expenditures pursuant to the authority of Public 
Law No. !24-117 which are made by each subgrantee agency or 
organiz·atipn and such records shall meet criteria allowing them to be 
subject to !public audit. The detailed records shall be submitted to the 
Paka Officr in a form as required by the Paka Office.

5. A tempo�ary Director shall manage the Government of Guam 
Recovery �oordination Office (Paka Office). The temporary Director 
shall be a]:Ppointed by the Governor at a salary of $65,000 per annum. 
The Paka !Office is authorized to hire other staff, at salaries to be 
approved py the Governor.

6. The temporary Director shall have the following duties and 
responsibi�ities: 

! 

a) assi�t all subgrantees in the preparation and submission of all 
fed�rally required documentation, including but not limited to 
dam;age survey reports, notice of intent to apply for assistance, 
and 1all financial documents required by the PAP and Paka Office. 

b) prorrulgate guidelines and procedures for all designated 
subgrantees to follow in preparing documentation and 
sub !pitting documentation.

7. The Gover;runent of Guam Recovery Coordination Office (Paka Office) 

shall ceas� to exist upon the final closeout of all federal assistance 
provided tlpder the Public Assistance Program (PAP) for Supertyphoon 
Paka. •
